Strafed Off Cuban Coast 
Attacked Ship Could 
Only Throw Potatoes 


CORPUS C H R I S T I . TEX , 
(UPI) — The captain of an un­ 
arm ed American freighter that 
was strafed 
and 
set 
fire 
by 
planes off the Cuban coast said 
today all the men could have 
done to repel the attack “ was 
throw potatoes.” 


“ We didn’t have anything to 
defend 
ourselves 
with,” 
said 
Capt. Gerhard Krause of the 
ship J. Louis, a U.S. owned ore 
freighter that sails under Liber­ 
ian registration. 


There were no casualties. 


Krause said the planes illu­ 
minated the ship with flares and 
then made 16 passes before “ I 
stopped c o u n t i n g . ” Bullets 
rained down on the ship for an 
hour, the captain said. 


Pinned on Bridge 


Krause said he and two other 
men were pinned on the bridge. 


He ordered the rest of the 51 
men aboard to remain 
below­ 
decks. 


He said the ship was at least 
13 miles off the Cuban coast 
when the attack occurred Tues­ 
day. The J. Louis was en route 
from Jam aica to Corpus Christi 
with 31,500 tons of bauxite (alu­ 
minum ore.)

The very idea 
is enough to curl the hair of anyone acquainted 
with our legal code. Boiled down, it means that 
lie who is guilty of a parking infraction should 
be executed; he is not innocent, therefore no 
justice for him. 
Was Elected 
Despite the questionable validity of this slo­ 
gan, Mr. J.I.F.T.I. was elected. Within a year 
he had two constables working out of his office, 
serving the dozens of writs the JP was able to 
drum up, and he was heard to boast that his per­ 
sonal income came to $350 a week. 
Therein, in these two specific examples pro­ 
vided by one man, lie the basic reasons the Penn­ 
sylvania Bar Association believes that our minor 
judiciary is in mighty sad shape.

New Science 


Course Set 


At Boehm 


A new plan has been intro­ 
duced into the Science Curri­ 
culum 
at 
Charles 
H. 
Boehm 
School in Lower Makefield. 
Students who are enrolled in 
the Botany - Zoology science 
course, the second year Biology 
elective, are involved for the 
first time this year in two labor­ 
atory blocks prepared by the 
Biological 
Science Curriculum 
Study. 
In a lab block program, the 
student investigates a specific 
biological topic in depth. In ad ­ 
dition to the actual experimental 
work, the class also bcomes in­ 
volved in discussion about the 
work. Each block covers a six- 
week period, and the two being 
used at Boehm are “ Interde­ 
pendence of Structure and Func- 
ion.” and “ Plant Growth and 
Development.’’ A third block be­ 
ing explored by one class is “ E c ­ 
ology of Land Plants and Ani­ 
m als.” 
The blocks are designed to 
serve an investigatory function 
of .science teaching. They guide 
the student to making discov­ 
eries for himself. The student 
is really working with the un­ 
known. In making discoveries 
for himself he will generally fol­ 
low' in the footsteps of scientists 
who have preceded him.
